Reservists Release 
Assured ‘By Nov. 1 ’ 
WASHINGTON (AP)- Six Na­ 
val Air Reserve squadrons call­ 
ed to active duty after the USS 
Pueblo was seized last January 
will be released, probably by 
Nov. 1, the Pentagon said to­ 
day. 
At the same time, the Air 
Force disclosed that it is con­ 
sidering plans to return some 
14,200 other Air National Guard 
and Air Force Reserve mem­ 
bers to civilian life. 
The six Navy squadrons in­ 
clude 600 officers and men. 
They, plus the Air Force men, 
were called up shortly after the 
electronic surveillance ship 
Pueblo was seized off North 


Korea on Jan. 23. 
U. S. representatives have held 
20 meetings with the North Kor­ 
eans at the truce village of 
Panmunjom in an effort to se­ 
cure the release of the 82 
surviving Pueblo crewmen. 
They and the ship are still in 
the North Koreans* hands. 


The Air Force stopped short 
of promising when its men would 
be released. It said its re­ 
serve units are needed at the 
moment, but it is "analyzing the 
most orderly methods of effect­ 
ing their release when opera­ 
tional commitments will per­ 
mit."

Surveys, Poll Put Nixon In Lead

Four national surveys and a 
California state poll show Re­ 
publican candidate Richard M. 
Nixon decidedly leading Demo­ 
cratic Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey in the presiden­ 
tial race. 
Time and Newsweek maga­ 
zines, the Gallig> Poll and a 
New York Times survey all 
show that Nixon would win if 
the election were held today. 
Both Newsweek and the Times 
say Humphrey would get fewer 
e le c to r a l college votes than 
third party candidate George 
C. Wallace, although Newsweek 
says Humphrey’s popular vote 
would be higher. 
Time gives Nixon 34 states 
with 328 electoral votes, Hum­ 
phrey 10 states and the District 
of Columbia with 121 votes and 
Wallace only four Deep South 


states with 39 votes. 
Although the Gallup Poll show­ 
ed that Humphrey had gained 
slightly since August, he still 
trailed Nixon by 12 percentage 
points. 
A California state poll pub­ 
lished in the Los Angeles Times 
gave Nixon 43 per cent of the 
vote in California and Humph­ 
rey 34 per cent. Wallace got 
s ; >en per cent. 
Humphrey’s campaign man­ 
ager Lawrence O'Brien said 
Sunday that his candidate's poor 
showing was due to the late 
start of his camoaign. It was 
delayed by the lateness of the 
Democratic National conven­ 
tion, O’Brien said on NBC tel­ 
evision’s "Meet the Press." 
The Times survey of 21 guber­ 
natorial contests shows Repub­ 
lican leading in 11,Democrats 
leading in six and four too close 


to call. 
The paper’s presidential sur­ 
vey shows that Nixon would win 
30 states with 346 electoral 
votes if the election were held 
today. Humphrey would carry 
six states with 42 votes and 
Wallace would get eight states 
with 77 votes. Six states were 
too close to call, the Times said. 
Newsweek gave Nixon 31 states 
with 329 electoral votes, Wal­ 
lace 9 states with 89 electoral 
votes and Humphrey 7 states 
with 54 electoral votes. 
The latest Gallup Poll, based 
on interviews conducted be­ 
tween Sept. 3 and Sept. 7 gave 
Nixon 43 per-cent, Humphrey 31 
and Wallace, 19. 
The earlier survey, conducted 
after the Republican convention 
in August, gave Nixon 45 per 
cent, Humphrey, 29 and Wallace 
18, 


Gallup said that Humphrey’s 
biggest problem appears to be 
keeping Democrats from de - 
fecting. In the latest Gallup poll, 
27 per cent of the Democrats 
said they would vote for Nixon 
or Wallace, but only 10per cent 
of the Republicans said they 
would not vote for Nixon. 
In addition, Gallup said, only 
one independent in five support­ 
ed the Democratic ticket. 
Gallup said Wallace continued 
to hold his lead in the South 
with 38 per cent of the vote, 
compared with 31 for Nixon and 
25 tor Humphrey. 
Outside the South, the former 
Alabama governor’s greatest 
strength was in the Midwest, 
where he gets 15 per cent. 
The Times survey gave Mary­ 
land, Minnesota, West Virginia, 
Rhode Island, Maine, Hawaii 
and the District of Columbia to 


Humphrey. 
Wallace got Alabama, Arkan­ 
sas, Georgia, Kentucky, Miss­ 
issippi, North Carolina, South 
California, and Tennessee. 
However, the Times said Hum- 
phrey’s lead was narrow in 
Maine, West Virginia, Minne­ 
sota and Hawaii. 
Nixon’s lead was simlllarly 
shaky in New York, Ohio, South 
Dakota, Arizona, New Mexico 
and Texas. 
The six doubtful states—Mas­ 
sachusetts, Delaware, Mis­ 
souri, Florida, Michigan and 
Washington—were too close to 
determine who would win them, 
the Times said. 
The Times survey was con­ 
ducted by political reporters, 
reflecting the estimates of po­ 
litical leaders in each state, the 
newspaper said.

SACRAMENTO (AP)- Cali­ 
fornia homeowners stand abet­ 
ter chance than ever today—in 
two resp.-yts—c/ getting actual 
"property tax ielief" from the 
legislature. 
First, the legislature and Re- 
publcan Gov. Reagan finally 
have agreed on a plan to carry 
out the tax relief pledge of 1966 
and 1967. Secondly, that plan 
gives the homeowner more as­ 
surance than others proposed 
this year that he actually might 
get a tax cut. 
The $261 million proposal—a 
combination bill and constitu­ 
tional amendment—passed the 
Assembly easily last week, a 
day after the agreement was 
reached in Reagan’s office.Ap­ 
proval is expected in the Senate 
this week, although senators are 
taking a more critical look at 
the proposal in an effort to 
eliminate any possible loop­ 
holes pitfalls and inequities. 
Reagan and Republican and 
Democratic legislators alike 
were spurred into action by 
forthcoming elections and the 
prospect that voters in No­ 
vember would approve ballot 
Prop. 9, the "Watson initiative" 
to severely limit the use of 
property taxes for financing 
government. 
The $155 million plan Reagan 
proposed earlier in the year, 
and called property tax relief, 
did not give real assurance that 
tax bills would be cut. 
That plan was for the state to 
give the funds to the 58 county 
governments with the intention 
they be used by the counties to 
ease the property tax load. 
But there was nothing to force 
the counties to do that. They 
could—and many would have 
been expected to—merely have 
used the money to offset in­ 
creased costs of government 
or for new programs. The tax 
rate could have remained the 
same, or even could have gone 
Only local governments levy 
property taxes in California, 
not the state. 
Opposing this plan was Dem­ 
ocratic Sen. George Miller Jr., 
D-Martinez, who argued against 
taking the money from the tax­ 
payers in sales tax and then

giving it back to them with no 
assurance it would get to those 
it was intended to help. 
Miller said it would be better

1—as it will if no tax plan is 
adopted. 
Miller proposed—and Reagan 
accepted last week—a more di­ 
rect method of giving property 
tax "relief." 
He suggested an automatic ex­ 
emption of $750 in assessed val­ 
uation of the home—the figure 
used for computing the tax bill. 
For 2.4 million homeowners 
this would average out to about 
$70 each. It would work much 
like the present $1,000exempt­ 
ion for veterans.

STEP program wnich assists 
prisoners inadjustingto society 
and which is composed of ex. 
convicts, was outlined to m>;m^ 
bers of the Red Bluff Lions Club. 


The speaker, Bob Finley, 


head of the Central Valleys 
Chapter in Sacramento, said the 
program was conceived by a 
group of ex-convictswhoreaiiz- 
ed the problems facing them and 
many others once they are re» 
leased from prison. 


"When you leave prison," 


he explained, 
"you are given 


a suit of clothes, $24 and a bus 
ticket to a nearby large city. 
How simple do you think it is 
to find lodgings, gst a job and 
find your place in society a. 
gain by yourself?" 


The success of this program, 


according to Finley, himself 
an ex-con, is based upon the 
fact that prisoners will listen 
to them since they know through 
personal experience what a. 
waits the released prisoners. 


The program consists of pre- 


release classes, conducted by 
ex-cons who have volunteered 
for these, and with no guards 
in attendance, in which a realis- 
tic appraisal of the "outside 
world" is given. 
One of the 


first 
steps is understanding 


themselves and harboring no 
resentment 
against 
either 


authority or society. 


"The first question we ask 


is what have you been doing 
since you've been in prison to 
prepare yourself for society?" 


Finley said. 
"We encourage 


them to learn any trade from 
auto to shoe repair. This helps 
us to help them find a job so 
they won't slip back into an 
'easy' way of earning money. 
We want to acquaint people with 
our program because we need 
the support of the community 
and private citizens to make 
productive citizens. Right now 
there are 29,000prisoners cost- 
ing the state over one hundred 
million dollars. Unless these 
man straighten their thinking 
and get jobs, they will return 
to crime and prison." 


Begun three years ago, the

speaker, 
Bob Finley, 
head of the Central Valleys 
Chapter in Sacramento, said the 
program was conceived by a 
grot?) of ex-convicts who realiz­ 
ed the problems facing them and 
many others once they are re­ 
leased from prison. 
“ When you leave prison,»* 
he explained, “ you are given 
a suit of clothes, $24 and a bus 
ticket to a nearby large city. 
How simple do you think it is 
to find lodgings, get a job and 
find your place in society a- 
gain by yourself?” 
The success of this program, 
according to Finley, himself 
an ex-con, is based upon the 
fact that prisoners will listen 
to them since they know through 
personal experience what a- 
waits the released prisoners. 
The program consists of pre­ 
release classes, conducted by 
ex-cons who have volunteered 
for these, and with no guards 
in attendance, in which a realis­ 
tic appraisal of the “ outside 
world” is given.

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A Poisonous Notion 


American society seems increasingly infected with the idea 


that people with a grievance must take the law into their own 
hands and enforce their will by violent moans. This is manifested 
in diverse ways, and shocks those who cherish the ideals of 
government by law and of redress al grievances through due legal 
process. 


It is manifested by the terroristic conduct of the Ku Klux Klan, 


whose mom'ijers stop at nothing in purported defense o! white 
American Protestantism, It is manifested even more extremely, 
in some respects, by the rather ludicrous yet dangerous Minute- 
man—and by the Black Panthers, a relatively new group whose 
Negro activists conceive of '.' .-m.=3lves as gun-toting revolu- 
tionaries and approvingly quote tne dictum of Malcolm X: "Change, 
change, and by any means necessary." 


It is manifested dangerously by disgruntled police who violate 


laws they swear to uphold. 
By those off-duty policemen, for 


example, wno retaliated against black militants with an attack on 
several of them recently in the corridors of the Brooklyn 
Criminal Courts Building. And, even more recently, by those in 
Oakland where the Black Panthers were organized two years 
ago—who allegedly fired a rifle barrage into the Black Panther 
headquarters after the group's founder was convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter in the slaying of a policeman last fall. 


The spirit of taking the law into one's own hands also can be 


seen in the actions of student extremists who prefer violence and 
vandalism to rational m°ans of effecting social change. And 
this poisonous spirit is manifested also by some of those troubled 
"good citizens" who are buying guns at an unprecedented rate. 
Many seem motivated by a vague idea of acting on their own should 
occasion demand. 


Acting outside the law, whatever the provocation, is dangerous 


business—dangerous to those who act thus, dangerous to those 
at the receiving end, dangerous above all to fundamental democratic 
principles. The notion that individuals or groups have the right 
to t^i-.e the la%- iulo their own hands when they feel aggrieved is 
a serious threat to this country and must be curtailed at any 
cost.

HUMPHREY- AT THE BRINK 


The strategy of Hubert Hum. 


phrey was perhaps predictable. 
Still, it's sad to see it materi- 
alize, and it's going to pose for 
Richard 
Nixon considerable 


problems of self-restraint, a 
subject on which I do not these 
days mo 'alize. I msan, of 
course, Hubert Hu.'nphrey's ef. 
fort somehow to link Richard 
Nixon with George Wallace. 


It is a delicate operation. One 


begins with the ritual disclaim- 
er. "My Republican opponent," 
says Mr. Humphrey handsome- 
ly, 
"is no racist. He is a 


fair and just man." (Incidental- 
ly, perhaps Mr. Humphrey will 
take an opportunity to disavow 
contrary insinuations by such 
of his supporters as Jackie 
Robinson?) Unformunately, Mr. 
Humphrey goes on, Richard Nix- 
on is trying to appeal to the same 
people that Wallace appeals to. 
And "the third-party candidate 
for President owes his poli- 
tical existence to the fears and 
hates aroused by" the issue of 
human rights. 


Now pull that together, and 


ths listener has it that Nixon, in 
pursuit of the presidency, is 
subtly 
disparaging 
human 


rights, and appealing to racist 
instincts. And the reporters so 
convey the message, as in the 
lead in the New York Daily 
News: "Humphrey accused the 
Republican presidential candi- 
date of playing on the sams 
fears as third-party candidate 
George Wallace." 


The strategy is extremely in- 


teresting, though perhaps dan. 
gerous. 
By likening Wallace 


and Nixon, you help Wallace, and 
hurt Nixon, Couple their namos 
frequently enough and , inevit- 
ably, the listener sees somp of 
Nixon's fairmindedness andim. 
peccable record on civil rights 
spill over on to Wallace, purify, 
ing him o. little. And, converse- 
ly, Wallace's airofdisreputabi- 
lity spills over and slightly con- 
taminates Nixon. 


Now for Humphrey's purpose 


that would be ideal—on one as- 
sumption. If Humphrey can en- 
courage a traffic of votes from 
Nixon to Wallace, and from 
Nixon to himself, all in on° 
swoop, he is doing very well 
indeed. 
Tha risk lies in the 


possibility that the cautious leg- 


itimization of Wallace might 
increase the traffic 
in votes 


from Humphrey right past Nixon 
on over to the third party. 


There has bsen much specula- 


tion concerning the question: 
whom will Wallace hurt the 
most? It is generally assumed 
that Wallace will gravely darrw 
age Nixon's chances to get the 
electoral vote in the South. But 
thus far, the demonstrated Wal- 
lace strength in the North has 
been among disgruntled E>3m> 
ocrats. 


Who is even otherwise lead- 


ing with his chin. It is brink- 
manship of the first order to go 
about the country as Mr. Hum- 
phrey is now doing accusing 
his opponent of "exploiting the 
fears of the American people."

American society seem s increasingly infected with the idea 
that people with a grievance m ust take the law into their own 
hands and enforce their will by violent m oans. This is m anifested 
in diverse ways, and shocks those who cherish the ideals of 
government by law and of re d re ss a! grievances through due legal 
process. 


It is manifested by the te rro ristic conduct of the Ku Klux Klan, 
whose m em bers stop at nothing in purported defense of wnite 
American Protestantism , It is m anifested even m ore extrem ely, 
in some respects, by the rath e r ludicrous yet dangerous Minute» 
men—and by the Black P anthers, a relatively new group whose 
Negro activists conceive of them solves as gun-toting revolu­ 
tionaries and approvingly quote the dictum of Malcolm X; “ Change, 
change, and by any means n ec essary ." 


It is manifested dangerously by disgruntled police who violate 
laws they swear to uphold. 
By those off-duty policem en, for 
example, who retaliated against black m ilitants with an attack on 
several of them recently in the co rrid o rs of the Brooklyn 
Criminal Courts Building. And, even m ore recently, by those in 
Oakland where the Black P anthers w ere organized two years 
ago—who allegedly fired a rifle barrage into the Black Panther 
headquarters after the group's founder w as convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter in the slaying of a policem an last fall. 


The sp irit of taking the law into one's own hands also can be 
seen in the actions of student extrem ists who prefer violence and 
vandalism to rational m eans of effecting social change. And 
this poisonous spirit is m anifested also by som e of those troubled 
“ good citizens'* who a re buying guns at an unprecedented rate. 
Many seem motivated by a vague idea of acting on their own should 
occasion demand. 


Acting outside the law, whatever the provocation, is dangerous 
business—dangerous to those who act thus, dangerous to those 
at the receiving end, dangerous above all to fundamental dem ocratic 
principles. The notion that individuals or groups have the right 
to tai.e the law into th eir own hands when they feel aggrieved is 
a serious threat to this country and m ust be curtailed at any 
cost.

D espite th e fac t th a t the 
exact w ay in w hich th e drug 
acts is not y et known, th e re­ 
sults of this study w ill con­ 
tinue purely on a clinical b a­ 
sis. 
This drug will, of course, be 
com pletely cleared fo r safety 
and side-effects before it is 
released for general use. I t 
holds g re a t promise.

This is a protein 
which is produced by th e cells 
of the body when they a re in­ 
vaded by a virus. 
The brilliance of th is dis­ 
covery is th a t it opens up 
trem endous 
possibilities 
for 
the eventual control and cure 
of virus diseases. In fact, it is 
hoped th a t Interferon m ay yet 
be the answ er to the com­ 
mon cold which so fa r has 
eluded the g reatest concen­ 
tratio n of scientific study. 
I t is alm ost ten years since 
Dr. A lick Isaacs and Dr. J. 
N indenm ann m ade this dis­ 
covery while w orking in a 
laboratory in London, 
E ng­ 
land. The essence of the dis­ 
covery is th a t Interferon, pro­ 
duced by cells infected w ith a 
virus, is able to protect other 
cells from a sim ilar virus in­ 
fection. 
The protection of the cells 
can be expanded to the pro­ 
tection of tissues and organs 
from the invasion by viruses 
th a t cause severe infections. 
As w ith all new discoveries 
there are alw ays advantages 
and disadvantages.

HUMPHREY AT THE BRINK 
The strategy of Hubert Hum­ 
phrey was perhaps predictable. 
Still, it's sad to see it m ateri­ 
alize, and it's going to pose for 
R ichard 
Nixon 
considerable 
problem s of self-restraint, a 
subject on which I do not these 
days 
m«j 'alize. 
I 
mean, of 
course, Hubert Hum phrey's ef­ 
fo rt somehow to link Richard 
Nixon with George Wallace. 
It is a delicate operation. One 
begins with the ritual disclaim ­ 
e r. “ My Republican opponent,'' 
says M r. Humphrey handsome­ 
ly, 
“ is no rac ist. 
He is a 
fa ir and just man.” (Incidental­ 
ly, perhaps M r. Humphrey will 
take an opportunity to disavow 
contrary insinuations by such 
of his supporters as Jackie 
Robinson?) Unformunately, Mr. 
Humphrey goes on, Richard Nix­ 
on is trying to appeal to the same 
people that W allace appeals to. 
And “ the third-party candidate 
for 
P resident owes his poli­ 
tical existence to the fears and 
hates aroused by" the issue of 
human rights. 
Now pull that together, and 
the listener has it that Nixon, in 
pursuit of the presidency, is 
subtly 
disparaging 
human 
rights, and appealing to rac ist 
instincts. And the rep o rters so 
convey the m essage, as in the 
lead in the New York Daily 
News: “ Humphrey accused the 
Republican presidential candi­ 
date of playing on the sam e 
fe a rs as third-party candidate 
George W allace." 
The strategy is extrem ely in­ 
teresting, though perhaps dan­ 
gerous. 
By likening W allace 
and Nixon, you help W allace, and 
hurt Nixon. Couple their names 
frequently enough and , inevit­ 
ably, the listener sees some of 
Nixon's fairm indedness and im­ 
peccable record on civil rights 
spill over on to W allace, purify­ 
ing him a little. And, converse­ 
ly, W allace's a ir of disreputabi- 
lity spills over and slightly coi* 
tam inates Nixon. 
Now for Hum phrey's purpose 
that would be ideal—on one as­ 
sumption. If Humphrey can en­ 
courage a traffic of votes from 
Nixon to W allace, and from 
Nixon to him self, all in one 
swoop, he is doing very weU 
indeed. 
The risk lies in the 
possibility that the cautious legb 


itim ization of W allace might 
in crease the traffic 
in votes 
from Humphrey right past Nixon 
on over to the third party. 
There has been much specula­ 
tion concerning the question; 
whom will W allace hurt the 
m ost? It is generally assum ed 
that W allace will gravely dam . 
age Nixon's chances to get the 
electoral vote in the South. But 
thus far, the dem onstrated Wal­ 
lace strength in the North has 
been among disgruntled Dam- 
o cra ts. 
Who is even otherw ise lead­ 
ing with his chin. 
It is brink­ 
m anship of the firs t o rd er to go 
about the country as M r. Hum­ 
phrey is now doing accusing 
his opponent of “ exploiting the 
fe a rs of the Am erican people.** 
What, pray, are political con­ 
te sts all about, if not to perm it 
candidates to express them­ 
selves on how oest to allay 
the fea rs of the A m erican peo­ 
ple? 
If the Am erican people, 
A.D. 1968, are not fearful, they 
are either all insouciant or 
so lip sists. 
Five y ears with 
M r. 
Lyndon Johnson working 
away at the achievement of a 
G reat Society sees young men 
fearful of having to die in Viet­ 
nam, other young mei. and wom­ 
en a re fearful of attending col- 
leages and universities with­ 
out being em broiled in rio ts; 
men, women and children fear­ 
ful of m urders, robbers, and 
m uggers; old people fearful of 
the decline in the value of their 
savings; parents fearful of the 
decreasing quality of educa­ 
tion; 
Negroes te rro rize d by 
Negro 
revolutionists, 
whites 
te rro rize d by white revolution­ 
ists; 
the entire 
com munity 
w racked by the impotence of 
our foreign policy and the ut­ 
te r failure of the politics of 
convergence to help the w retch­ 
ed people of Czechoslovakia. 
Exploit the fears of the peo­ 
ple indeed! 
The principal su- 
po rt given to George Wallace 
in the decent community has 
little to do with the race issue, 
a great deal to do with the 
failui e of government. 
The 
governm ent's job is to preserve 
the essential freedom s of the 
citizenry. Any doubt these are 
nowadays im periled is m ost ap­ 
propriately expressed by the 
author of the politics of joy. 
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WASHINGTON—The savings 
an J loan industry has developed 
a sure-fire method for winning 
friends and influencing votes on 
Capitol Hill. 
Home finance 
companies simply seek out Con­ 
gressm en who may be interest­ 
ed in a good investm ent oppor­ 
tunity. 
Rep. George Brown, J r., D- 
Calif., explained to a research­ 
er for this column how it w orks. 
“ Politicians 
are generally 
offered opportunities to pur­ 
chase 
stock 
at 
the opening 
p ric e ," he said. 
“ In Cali­ 
fornia, it's a stock bribe equal 
generally to double the amount 
of the original cost. 
“ It is a myth commonly held 
by people interested in form ­ 
ing these things that there is 
heavy political involvement. In 
order to protect them selves 
they will ask a Congressm an to 
intervene. 
I honestly don't 
think there is much a Con­ 
gressm an can do ." 
Brown is a vice president 
of Monarch Savings and Loan 
in Los Angeles. At le ast three 
other Los Angeles Congress­ 
men have a financial in terest 
in local savings and loan com­ 
panies. 
They a re Reps. Chet 
Holifield, Pacific Savings and 
Loan; Glenard Lipscom b, Lin­ 
coln Savings and Loan; and 
Edward Roybal, Eastland Sav­ 
ings and Loan.

The w orse offender, ex-Rep. 
Abraham M ulter, D.N.Y., final­ 
ly left Congress la st NovamLer. 
One tim e, after badgering for­ 
m er FHLB3 chairm an Joseph 
M cM urray for months over a 
savings and loan ch arter, Mul­ 
te r asked M cM urray with self- 
serving sweetness:

For 
he happens to be affiliated with 
the F irs t Federal Savings and 
Loan Association of L am ar, 
Colo. 
—HIDDEN INTERESTS— 
H is views w ere echoed on 
the House side by Rep. John 
Ashbrook, R-Ohio, wno declar­ 
ed: 
“ In 1964, I outlined the 
p ro cess by which the private 
property 
rights 
w ere 
being 
eroded . . . If this 'public 
in te re st' approach is adopted 
here, it is only a m atter of 
tim e until som e concept w ill 
be developed regarding the p ri­ 
vate uses and enjoym ent of your 
own hom e." 
A shbrook's 
statem ent hap­ 
pened to coincide with the views 
of the Johnstown (Ohio) F ederal 
Savings and Loan A ssociation. 
The company is controlled by 
his fam ily. 
Another wno spoke out in the 
debate w as Rep. H arold C ollier, 
R-Ill., who is an investor in the 
Home F ederal Savings and Loan 
A ssociation of Chicago. 
“ This (fair housing) b ill," 
he objected, “ doesn't guarantee 
the basic rights of the home 
ow ner.” 
E arlie r this year, 
he introduced a bill to perm it 
his CM Comoany, and others, 
to charge flexible in terest rat­ 
es. 
Rep. Thomas C urtis, R-Mo., 
also warned on the house floor 
that “ public housing, as it was 


conceived, would produce high- 
rise slum s and would not pro­ 
vide adequate housing for our 
lower income groups." 
This pitch for home owner­ 
ship m ust have pleased Lafayet­ 
te F ederal Savings and Loan 
Association of St. Louis, a com­ 
pany in which C urtiss has in­ 
vested. 
— CONFLICT OF INTEREST— 
Another Congressm an with 
savings-and-loan holdings, Rep. 
John Monagan, D-Conn., called 
upon Congress last year to allow 
private builders to participate 
in the construction of public 
housing. 
He did not mention that he 
hoped .he builders would get 
their construction loans at his 
company. 
Sen. Everett 
D irksen, 
the 
tuba-toned Senate GOP leader, 
owned shares in Chicago’s F irst 
Federal Savings and Loan As­ 
sociation while he served on the 
Senate Banking Com m ittee. He 
left this com mittee to accept 
a seat on the Senate Finance 


_ b y D R E W P E A R S O N 


Com mittee. Both groups handle 
legislation affecting the savings 
and loan industry. 
Another member of the Fin­ 
ance Committee, Sen. H erm an 
Talmadge, D»Ga., is a leading 
investor in the Clayton County 
Savings and Loan A ssociation 
of Jonesboro, Ga. 
Of the 26 M em bers of Con­ 
gress whom this column has 
been able to link w ith savings 
and loan investm ents, not one 
has divulged his holdings to his 
colleagues 
or 
stepped aside 
when votes have com e up af­ 
fecting his pocketbook.

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A Poisonous Notion 


American society seem s increasingly infected with the idea 
that people with a grievance m ust take the law into their own 
hands and enforce th eir will by violent m eans. This is m anifested 
in diverse ways, and shocks those who cherish the ideals of 
government by law and of re d re ss oí grievances through due legal 
process. 


It is manifested by the te rro ris tic conduct of the Ku Klux Klan, 
whose mem bers stop at nothing in purported defense of white 
American Protestantism , It is m anifested even more extrem ely, 
in some respects, by the rath e r ludicrous yet dangerous Minute- 
men—and by the Black P anthers, a relatively new group whose 
Negro activists conceive of them selves a s gun-toting revolt* 
tionaries and approvingly quote the dictum of M alcolm X; “ Change, 
change, and by any means necessary.” 


It is manifested dangerously by disgruntled police who violate 
laws they swear to uphold. 
By those off-duty policem en, for 
example, who retaliated against black m ilitants with an attack on 
several of them 
recently in the co rrid o rs of the Brooklyn 
Criminal Courts Building. And, even m ore recently, by those in 
Oakland where the Black P anthers w ere organized two y ears 
ago—who allegedly fired a rifle barrage into the Black Panther 
headquarters after the group’s founder w as convicted of voluntary 
manslaughter in the slaying of a policem an la st fall. 


The spirit of taking the law into one’s own hands also can be 
seen in the actions of student extrem ists who p refer violence and 
vandalism to rational means of effecting social change. And 
this poisonous sp irit is m anifested also by som e of those troubled 
“ good citizens” who are buying guns at an unprecedented rate . 
Many seem motivated by a vague idea of acting on their own should 
occasion demand. 


Acting outside the law, whatever the provocation, is dangerous 
business—dangerous to those who act thus, dangerous to those 
at the receiving end, dangerous above all to fundam ental dem ocratic 
principles. The notion that individuals or groups have the right 
to tai:e the law iuio their own hands when they feel aggrieved is 
a serious th reat to this country and m ust be curtailed at any 
cost.

these excellent results. 
Despite th e fa c t th a t the 
exact w ay in w hich th e drug 
a cts is not y et know n, th e re­ 
sults of th is stu d y w ill con­ 
tinue purely on a clinical b a­ 
sis. 
This d ru g will, of course, be 
com pletely cleared fo r safety 
and side-effects before it is 
released fo r general use. I t 
holds g re a t prom ise.

N indenm ann made this dis­ 
covery w hile w orking in a 
laboratory in London,

land. The essence of th e dis­ 
covery is th a t Interferon, pro­ 
duced by cells infected w ith a 
virus is able to protect other 
cells from a sim ilar virus in­ 
fection. 
The protection of th e cells 
can be expanded to th e pro­ 
tection of tissues and organs 
from th e invasion by viruses 
th a t cause severe infections. 
As w ith all new discoveries 
there a re always advantages 
and disadvantages. The dis­ 
advantages 
are 
technically 
com plicated but they are a l­ 
ready being overcome. 
The fu tu re of In terfero n as 
a new d ru g is in the offing.

HUMPHREY AT THE BRINK 
The strategy of H ubert Hum. 
phrey w as perhaps predictable. 
S till, it’s sad to see it materi* 
alize, and it’s going to pose for 
R ichard 
Nixon 
considerable 
pro b lem s of self.restrain t, a 
subject on which I do not these 
days 
mo 'alize, 
I 
mean, of 
co u rse , Hubert Hum phrey's ef­ 
fo rt somehow to link Richard 
Nixon with George W allace. 
It is a delicate operation. One 
begins with the ritu al disclaim­ 
e r. “ My Republican opponent,” 
say s M r. Humphrey handsome­ 
ly, 
“ is no ra c ist. 
He is a 
fa ir aitó just man.” (Incidental­ 
ly, perhaps M r. Humphrey will 
take an opportunity to disavow 
co n trary insinuations by such 
of h is supporters as Jackie 
Robinson?) Unformunately, M r. 
Hum phrey goes on, Richard Nix­ 
on is tryingto appeal to the same 
people that W allace appeals to. 
And “ the third-party candidate 
fo r 
President owes his poli­ 
tic al existence to the fears and 
h ates aroused by” the issue of 
hum an rights. 
Now pull that together, and 
the listen er has it that Nixon, in 
p u rsu it of the presidency, is 
subtly 
disparaging 
human 
rig h ts, and appealing to rac ist 
in stin cts. And the rep o rters so 
convey the m essage, as in the 
lead 
in the New York Daily 
News; “ Humphrey accused the 
Republican presidential candi­ 
date of playing on the sam e 
fe a rs as third-party candidate 
George W allace.” 
The strategy is extrem ely in­ 
terestin g , though perhaps dan­ 
g erous. 
By likening W allace 
and Nixon, you help Wallace, and 
hu rt Nixon. Couple their nam es 
frequently enough and , inevit­ 
ably, the listener sees some of 
Nixon’s fairm indedness and im­ 
peccable record on civil rights 
spill over on to W allace, purify­ 
ing him a little. And, converse­ 
ly, W allace’s air of disreputabi- 
lity spills over and slightly coi* 
tam inates Nixon. 
Now for Humphrey’s purpose 
that would be ideal— on one as­ 
sumption. If Humphrey can en- 
courage a traffic of votes from 
Nixon to W allace, and from 
Nixon to him self, all in one 
swoop, he is doing very w ell 
indeed. 
The risk lies in the 
possibility that the cautious leg. 


itim ization of Wallace m ight 
increase the traffic 
in votes 
from Humphrey right past Nixon 
on over to the third p arty . 
There has been much specula­ 
tion concerning the question; 
whom w ill W allace hurt the 
m ost? It is generally assum ed 
that W allace w ill gravely dam ­ 
age Nixon’s chances to get the 
electoral vote in the South. But 
thus far, the dem onstrated Wal­ 
lace strength in the North has 
been among disgruntled Dem­ 
ocrats. 
Who is even otherw ise lead­ 
ing with his chin. 
It is brink­ 
m anship of the firs t order to go 
about the country as M r. Hum­ 
phrey is now doing accusing 
his opponent of “ exploiting the 
fe a rs of the Am erican people.” 
What, pray, a re political cor* 
te sts all about, if not to p erm it 
candidates to express them ­ 
selves on how best to allay 
the fears of the American peo­ 
ple? 
If the Am erican people, 
A.D, 1968, a re not fearful, they 
a re either all insouciant or 
solipsists. 
Five years w ith 
M r. Lyndon Johnson w orking 
away at the achievement of a 
G reat Society sees young men 
fearful of having to die in V iet­ 
nam, other young men and worn» 
en are fearful of attending col- 
leages and universities w ith­ 
out being em broiled in rio ts ; 
men, women and children fe a r­ 
ful of m u rd ers, robbers, and 
m uggers; old people fearful of 
the decline in the value of th e ir 
savings; p aren ts fearful of the 
decreasing quality of educa­ 
tion; 
N egroes te rro rize d by 
Negro 
revolutionists, 
w hites 
te rro rize d by white revolutioiw 
ists; 
the en tire 
community 
wracked by the impotence of 
our foreign policy and the ut­ 
te r failure of the politics of 
convergence to help the w retch­ 
ed people of Czechoslovakia, 
Exploit the fears of the peo­ 
ple indeed! 
The principal si* 
port given to George W allace 
in the decent community has 
little to do w ith the race Issue, 
a great deal to do with the 
failui e of government. 
The 
governm ent’s job is to p rese rv e 
the essen tial freedom s of the 
citizenry. 
Any doubt these are 
nowadays im periled is m ost ap­ 
propriately expressed by the 
author of the politics of joy. 


WASHINGTON-T h e savings 
aná loan industry has developed 
a sure-fire method for winning 
friends and influencing votes on 
Capitol H ill. 
Home finance 
companies sim ply seek out Coi* 
gressm en who may be interest­ 
ed in a good investment oppor­ 
tunity. 
Rep. G eorge Brown, J r ., D- 
Calif., explained to a research ­ 
er for this column how it w orks. 
“ Politicians 
are generally 
offered opportunities to pur­ 
chase 
stock 
at the opening 
price,” he 
said. 
“ In Cali­ 
fornia, it’s a stock bribe equal 
generally to double the amount 
of the original cost. 
“ It is a myth commonly held 
by people interested in form ­ 
ing these things that th ere is 
heavy political involvement. In 
order to protect them selves 
they will ask a Congressm an to 
intervene. 
I honestly don’t 
think th e re is much a Con­ 
gressm an can do.” 
Brown is a vice president 
of M onarch Savings and Loan 
in Los Angeles. At least three 
other Los Angeles C ongress­ 
men have a financial in terest 
in local savings and loan com­ 
panies. 
They are Reps. Chet 
Holifield, Pacific Savings and 
Loan; G lenard Lipscomb, Lin­ 
coln Savings and Loan; and 
Edward Roybal, Eastland Sav­ 
ings and Loan.

Nor do savings-and-loan Con­ 
gressm en hesitate to vote their 
pocketbook in terests ontheSei* 
ate and House floors. The sav­ 
ings and loan industry opposed 
fa ir housing, for instance, be­ 
cause it w as bad for the m ort­ 
gage business. 
One of the Senate’s m ost 
outspoken foes of fair housing 
w as Sen. Gordon Allott, R-Colo. 
“ The quintessence of free­ 
dom ,” he declared with an ora­ 
to ric al quaver in his voice, “ is 
the right to own property.” 
T here w as an unkind sus­ 
picion that he w as m ore iiw 
te re ste d in the right to lend 
money to property owners. F or 
he happens to be affiliated w ith 
the F irs t F ederal Savings and 
Loan Association of L am ar, 
Colo. 
— HIDDEN INTERESTS— 
H is views w ere echoed on 
the House side by Rep. John 
Ashbrook, R-Ohio, wno declar­ 
ed: 
“ In 1964, I outlined the 
p ro cess by which the private 
property 
rights 
w ere 
being 
eroded . . . If this ’public 
in te re st’ approach is adopted 
here, it is only a m atter of 
tim e until som e concept w ill 
be developed regarding the p ri­ 
vate uses and enjoyment of your 
own hom e.” 
Ashbrook’s 
statem ent hap­ 
pened to coincide with the views 
of the Johnstown (Ohio) Federal 
Savings and Loan A ssociation. 
The company is controlled by 
his fam ily. 
Another wno spoke out in the 
debate w as Rep. Harold C ollier, 
R -Ill., who is an investor in the 
Home F ederal Savings and Loan 
A ssociation of Chicago. 
“ This (fair housing) b ill,” 
he objected, “ doesn’tguarantee 
the basic rights of the home 
ow ner.” 
E arlier this year, 
he introduced a bill to perm it 
his CM Comoany, and others, 
to charge flexible Interest r a t 
e s . 
Rep. Thomas C urtis, R-Mo., 
also w arned on the house floor 
that “ public housing, as it w as 


conceived, would produce high- 
rise slum s and would not pro­ 
vide adequate housing for our 
lower income groups.” 
This pitch for home owner­ 
ship m ust have pleased Lafayet­ 
te F ederal Savings and Loan 
Association of St. Louis, a com­ 
pany in which C urtiss has in­ 
vested. 
— CONFLICT OF INTEREST— 
Another Congressm an with 
savings-and-loan holdings, Rep. 
John Monagan, D-Conn., called 
upon Congress last year to allow 
private builders to participate 
in the construction of public 
housing. 
He did not mention that he 
hoped die builders would get 
their construction loans at his 
company. 
Sen. E verett 
D irksen, 
the 
tuba-toned Senate GOP leader, 
owned shares in Chicago’s F irst 
Federal Savings and Loan As­ 
sociation while he served on the 
Senate Banking C om m ittee.

Gun Bill 
Changes 
Are Topic 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
— Sen. 
Hugh Scott urged the Senate to­ 
day to reject w'nat he said were 
weakening amendments to the 
gun control bill, Including one 
he said would exempt ammuni­ 
tion controls for nearly 90 per 
cent of all weapons.

Steps To Encourage 
Racial Integration 
Taken By Educators 


LOS ANGELES (AP; — New 
steps to encourage integration 
and racial understanding in Cal­ 
ifornia public schools have been 
taken by the State Board of 
Education. 
The measures do not establ­ 
ish any new policies; rather, 
they strengthen old ones. They 
are the first actions dealing 
with integration since appointe­ 
es of Gov. Reagan gained con­ 
trol of the board. 
The package was submitted 
to the board at its meetinghere 
last week by its Advisory Com­ 
mission on Equal Opportunities 
in Education. 
In approving the proposals, 
the board told its State Depart­ 
ment of Education staff to life 
form local districts of their 
"legal and moral obligation to 
develop plans for eliminating” 
segregation if racial or ethnic 
imbalance exists. 
The board agreed to consider 
soon amendments to the state 
administrative code 
w h i c h 
would define such an imbalance 
as existing when a school's min­ 
ority student population rises 15 
per cent above the percentage 
of minority students in the en­ 
tire school district.
